| Inequality and Progress.” A New 


Book by an Andover Professor. 


The issne of a book by one of the pro- 
fessors of Andover Seminary is an event, 
Presumptively nothing would -¢manate 
from such a source which was not wor- 
thy of careful attention. Actually, in 
the long succession of. years since that 
institution was plented here, the theu- 
logical ‘and_literary worlds bave. often 
verified this rational supposition. 
“Strong meat” rather than “milk for 
babes’ has been furnished for those in 
quést of mental aliment, until at length 
the mere announcement of a new volume 
from any member of the faculty on An- 
dover Hill is accepted far and wide as a 
guaranty of worth, Nor is the value of 
such a volume always to be measured by 
“Progressive Orthodoxy” was 
by no means a ponderous tome, but--it 


shook New Etgiand from: centre.to. cir- 


cumference, and the echoes thence re- 
verberated througbout the land. A 
living sparrow is more wonderful than 
Mont Blane. ; 

Prof. George Harris, who holds at pres- 
ent the honorable rank of president of 
the Seminary faculty, is not a stranger 
in the field of authorship. Some two or 
three years ago he gained distinction by 
his treatise on ‘tMoral Evolution’ —not 
to speak of his share in the collaboration 
of **Progressive Orthodoxy” and “The 
Divinity of Jesus Christ”? and numerous 
contributions to the magazines of the day. 
These he has now followed by the wor 
whose title stands at the head of thiacol: 
umn, bearing the imprint of the sterling 
Boston publishers, Houghton, Mifflin. & 
Co. Itis a-slenderer and less ambitious 
preduction than its. immediate predeces- 
sor from thé same’ pen. - Indeed the au:: 
thor himself designates it as no more 
than an essay; and it would not be unjust 
to its pature to apply to it a yet more re- 
stricted term—for it is really a brief 
against Socialism. - Not that it has the 
technical abrupiness and blindness of 4 
legal ducument, with which such a name 
might be popularly associated; but it is 
essentially a controversial polemic, brist- 
ling with argument and authority from 
beginning to end. 

It starts off with a characteristic sen- 
tence: “Equality is a charmed word.” 
And the second is like unto it: “It fas- 
civates reformers.” But this class-room 
style does not prevail to the extent so 
nvticeable in the former volume by the 
same writer. A few such bullet-senten- 
ces are very effective; too many of them 
make hard reading. In this respect we 
cousider the present volume an improve- 
ment ou'the other; it has less of the 
pedagogueand more..of the advocate in 
it, with a freedum of diction, a swing 
of oraturical effect, which makes it 
easier aud pleasanter to peruse it, and 
especially to read-it-aloud.—-___ 

‘There are twenty divisions—they can 
hardly be called chapters—in this publi- 
cation, covering 164 duodecimo pages. 
After a short preface, which defines the 
tlleme aid “challenges—-the Socialistic 
knight to the combat, the author~econ- 
cedes that ** there is an essential equality 
of men ‘Wh'ch rearges | exists” But _we. 
soon ascertain that this consists simply 
in the fact that men-belong in a class by 
themselves as distinguished from an 
imais. Why the professor, who is an 
avowed evolutionist, did not say ‘other 
animals” is net apparent. But he is even 
willing to go farther with his antagonist 
and admit that ‘existing equality is com: 


-} monly and conveniently defined as civil 


and political’. But beyond this point 
| he will not budge an inch, in giving 
ground to any type of Socialist, however 
harmless. Even a part of that already 
granted he “parenthetically’’ takes 
back. “Civil and pense! equality exists 
only approximately. A propertied man 
has civil righis which a man without 
property does not have. * ** * A vote in 
Vermont is not worth as much as a_ vote 
in Indiana.’’ He does not pause to define 
or interpret these enigmatic dicta; they 
must be accepted as dicta if at all. 

Then follow several sections which 
clearly prove that, in spite of the meas- 
ure of equality previously recognized: as 
pertaining to men, there are nevertheless 
among them, necessarily and by creative 
appointment, inexppgnable diversities. 
As one-star differeth from another star in 
glory, so it is with reference to the races, 
of men—Caucasian, Mongolian, Ethiopi- 
an, And equally pronounced are ‘the 
diversities among those of the same race. 
‘Possibly any Englishman is more like 
any other Englishman than any English- 
man is like a Patagonian, slthough the 
native ability of some savage chiefs and 
the dense stupidity of some Englishmen 
| raises a question.”’ (This, manifestly, by 
tway-ofa-jeke-and_not_of serous inten- 
tion.) Yet, per contra, ‘Gladstone is 
| more like Bismarck, unlike as they are, 
than Gladstone is hke William‘ Tomlin- 
sop, who can earn only two and sixpence 
|a day.’ But this fact of natural endow- 
meut in capacity, whether in races or 
| individuals, he insists on (as well he
